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Selecting Feed for Dairy H erd 


P 


Pasture.—When 
pasture 
is 
suffl 
ciently abundant to furnish n large 
part of the feed supply for five or s’x 
months of the y ear, it forms one of 
the cheapest feeds for the dairy herd. 
However, even good pasture does not 
alone furnish a sufficient amount of 
nutrients for cows producing large 
amounts of m ilk; some grain must 
be fed In addition in order to main­ 
tain the milk flow and body weight. 
During the hot, dry summer months, 
when pastures furnish very little feed, 
the use of corn silage or green crops 
is desirable, corn silage usually being 
more economical from the labor stand­ 
point. Sweet clover 4s justifiably be­ 
coming more popular as a pasture 
plant and is supplanting the grasses 
to some ex tent, as it provides a large 
amount of green feed even in a dry 
season. The solution ef some of the 
pasture problems of Illinois dairy men 
may lie in the growing of 
sweet 
clover for pasture. 
Soiling Crops.—More feed per acre 
can be produced by means of soiling 
crops than by pasture. By raising a 
succession of such crops it is possible 
to furnish an abundance of green feed 
throughout the summer, either to re­ 
place pasture entirely , or as a supple­ 
ment to limited acreages of pasture or 
;**hort pasture. However, the raising 
of e continuous succession of soiling 
crops is accomplished with less cer­ 
tainty and with the ex penditure of 
more labor than the production of 
corn for silage. Corn silage, when 
available, is generally preferred to 
soiling crops for summer feeding. 
Roots.—In 
attempting 
to 
secure 
max imum milk production, roots such 
as mangels, sugar beets, and 
ruta­ 
bagas are 
valuable on 
account of 
their 
stimulation 
of 
appetite 
and 
their lax ative effect. Root crops, how­ 
ever, are ex pensive on 
account of 
the labor Involved in their production. 
Silage.—In 
the 
com 
belt, 
com 
silage is the standard succulent feed 
for winter feeding. Besides its high 
nutritive value, it induces a very ex ­ 
cellent phy sical condition In cattle 
and stim ulates the appetite. It fulfills 
many of the same functions In win­ 
ter rations that fresh grass does in 
summer. For best results, silage must 
be of good quality ; when moldy It Is 
sometimes the cause of serious illness. 
The best corn silage generally con­ 
tains about 5 bushels of grain per ton. 
or about 5 pounds of corn in a day ’s 


the ferass is cut before maturity than 
when It is cut late. 
Straw.—The straws of the grains 
have hut a limited place in the ration 
of dairy cows giving large quantities 
of milk. They are so low in digesti­ 
bility that the cow’s digestive tract 
should not be encumbered with them. 
They are often useful, however. In 
limited amounts when fed with some 
high quality legume hay , and may be 
fed in such amounts as the cows care 
to consume. 
However, cows should 
not he forced to eat such feed in any 
quantity 
if high 
production is ex ­ 
pected. 
Home-Grown 
Feeds.—Under 
most 
conditions, a dairy herd can be fed 
more economically by the use of feeds 
which are raised on the farm where 
they are consumed than by the uso of 
purchased feeds. It must be kept In 
mind, however, that the cereal grains 
arid non-legume roughages tend to be 
low 
in 
protein 
content. 
When 
legume hay and corn silage form the 
roughage part of the ration, most of 
the essentials of a desirable ration, as 
discussed above, are secured. If the 
roughage consists mostly of legume 
hay , It Is possible to supply a sutfl 
cient amount of protein for moderate 
milk production through the use of 
farm-grown feeds without the addl 
tlon of purchased concer.trntes. 
For 
high milk production It Is necessary , 
of course, to employ protein supple­ 
ments. 
The remarkable qualities of corn 
silage and alfalfa hay as a ration for 
milk production have been demon 
strated at the university . A group of 
Holstein cows, about ten in number, 
was fed for six successive y ears on a 
ration 
consisting 
largely 
of 
corn 
silage and alfalfa hay . In summer a 
very small amount of green soiling 
crops was given in addition. The aver­ 
age amount of feed consumed per 
head daily during one y ear was 4(1 
pounds of silage and 10 pounds of al­ 
falfa hay , while the average produc­ 
tion of milk during the same period 
was 22 pounds per head daily .
